DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 2-25 are: 

Regarding claims 4, 2, 3 and 5-9 is the inclusion therein in combination as 
currently claimed of the limitation of said base further comprises a plurality of spring 
members for resiliently retaining said conduit at approximately a right angle to said 
opening in said junction box. 

Regarding claims 10-17 is the inclusion therein in combination as currently 
claimed of the limitation of said base comprises a plurality of spring members for 
resiliently retaining said conduit at approximately a right angle to said opening in said 
junction box. 

Regarding claims 18-25 is the inclusion therein in combination as currently 
claimed of the limitation of said base further comprises a at least one spring member for 
resiliently retaining said conduit at approximately a right angle to said opening in said 
junction box. 

These limitations are found in claims 2-25, and are neither disclosed nor taught 
by the prior art of record, alone or in combination.
